sonal traits. He told of his mastery of 
detail, his social code, his tireless energy, 
and his magnetic influence in the operat- 
ing room. Dr. Kreuscher recalled a nice

“Dr. Murphy was called in to remove 
a sémi-lunar cartilage on June 17," Dr.

Books of the big grain operetors will 
be seized and subpcenas will be issued for 
several speculators as the first open move 
by the government in its Investigation to 
ascertain if there is a manipulation of the 
wheat market. 

That. investigators afe already in pod- 
session of documentary evidence tending 
to prove a conspiracy between local spec- 
ulators and several big milling interests 
of the northwest was admitted in the 
Office of District Attorney Clyne yester- 


Clyne Summons Bakers. 

During the day Mr. Clyne directed an 
investigation into the propogal of bakers 
to raise the price of bread, and shortly 
before noon had Paul Schulze, president 
of the Schulze Baking company, in his of- 
fice. The district attorney had been 
lanxious to gét the bakers’ side of the 
proposed increase since the jump in wheat 
prices started. 

Mr. Schulze went over the situation and 
told Mr. Clyne an increase In bread prices 
has become a necessity. He said that the 
5 cent loaf would go to 6 cents. 

In statements given out by big bakers 
Friday it was said that only the price of 
the 6 cent loaf of bread would be raised— 
the 10 cent loaf remaining the same size. 
But after a conference of bakers yester- 
day it was proposed to shorten the big 
loaf also. 

The most tmportant information gained 
from the interview with Mr. Schulze was 
the fact that the sudden boom in wheat 
had caught them “ short.” This, accord- 
ing to the belief of Mr. Clyne, is the situ- 


How the Millers Contract. ' 

Big miliers rarely contract for wheat 
before they are assured that it is the kind 
needed for their business. This prevents 
‘bakers contracting for flour until they 
are guaranteed by the millers that a re- 
quired quantity of the brand needed will 
be furnished. 

Such contracts usually are made fol- 
lowing government reports. This year, 
government efficials charge, a month be- 
fore the report was made, a conspiracy 
was formed to boost the price by specu- 
lators. Then, when the time came for 
the bakers to secure their flour, the price 
suddenly jumped. 


Expect Wheat to Be Held. 

Other information obtained by investi- 
gators leads Mr. Clyne to believe that the 
men in control of the market do not in- 
tend to “dump” grain back to realize 
profit. Instead, according to reports of 
‘tnvestigators, the grain will be shipped 
to Europe, as the warring countriés will 
\pay higher than any pftice the United 
Siates can reach, 

Only an embargo on wheat can make the 
price come down in the opinion of bak- 
ers. That.it will go close to $2 is their 
belief, and even in this event the Euro- 
pean countries will be able to top such 
a price. 

The fear that flour may go to §8.75 with- 
in a week was expressed, and unless gov- 
ernment action is taken it was predicted 
the price would soar to $9, On Monday 
the price is expected to go to $8.40. 

Names Are Withheld. 

Names of men suspected of being re- 
sponsible for such conditions and who 
will be subpcened in the everit the evi- 
dence ‘warrants immediate government 
action are being guarded. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Joseph Fleming is in 
charge of the active investigation, and 
during the day went over reports handed 
in some time ago by investigators from 
the office of Hinton G. Clabaugh.

BIRTH CONTROL IN EUROPE. 

After years of prosecuting men and women 
engaged in the propaganda for birth control the 
Eritish government finally appointed a commission 
of distinguished physicians, clergymen and others to 
look into the mater. At one of the hearings Dr. 
C. V. Drysdale, fecretary of the Malthusian league, 
told what government approval did for birth cot.tro] 
in Holla: 1. In 1885 a Dutch branch of the league 
was established and ten years later it was recognized 
by a royal decree as a society of public utility. 

With the aid of a corps of physicians and trained 
midwives work was begun among the poor in every 
city of the kingdom. People in remote districts 
communicated through the niails. Pemphlets giv- 
ing instruction were sent in reply. Assurance had 
to be given that the inquirer was married or about 
to be, : 

The result of this tas been, so Dr. Drysdale as-' 
sured the commission, that the excessive birth rate 
had been diminished on eugenic lies, bringing with 
it a considerabie rise in wages and genera] pros- 
perity.

Novikoff, and 
I gladly publish it in these letters, for it con- 
tains the suggestion of a very practical form of 
patriotic charity which is likely to commend it- 
self to every nation that finds itself compelled 
to have recourse to war for the defense of its 
territory from the appalling horrors of foreign 
invasion. The adoption of a soldier who has been 
hcpelessly crippled in fighting for his country is 
a farticularly commendable method of coming 
to the relief of the wounded, which American 
women will do well to bear in mind in the event 
of their country ever becoming involved in war.

The soldiers ef the civil war remember 
dysentery as one of the worst menaces of 
the war. The soldiers of the Spanish war, 
while they did not suffer from it as they ' 
did from typhoid, nevertheless counted it 
as one of their worst enemies. Our troops 
in the Philippines, in Cuba, subsequent to 
the war, and on the canal sone bave not 
been greatly disturbed by it Perhaps the 
Russo-Japanese conflict is the only war 
in history-in which there was no great 
trouble from dysentery. The experience 
of the soldiers in that war and those of 
our soldiers on the frontiers at home and 
abroad in recent years led us to believe 
that we will not have much dysentery 
among our soldiers on the Mexican border.

or flux. In some cases there is a colicky 
pain, but the bowels are constipated, 
There is a good deal of mucus and jelly 


‘and a varying amount of blood in the 


stools. After the acute stage has passed

think he is all right, then he will have a 
spell of diarrhea with mucus, pus, and

Edwards saye he has seen sixteen cases 
of amcebic dysentery “clearly acquired 
in Chicago.” They got it, in all probabil- 
ity, from people who had come to Chicago 
carrying the amcebe, having occasional 
relapses‘of dysentery, but probably not 
very sick and not thinking of themselves 
as spreaders of contagion. 

There is no symptom by which the dis- 
ease can be recognized with certainty. If, 
for any reason, it is suspected, the only 
way to know with certainty is to havea 
microscopic examination of some of the 
jelly from a stool.

In the oldéh times physicians treated 
dysentery with full doses of powdered 
ipecac. They gave a teaspoonful or some- 
where near it. It seemed a foolish thing 


| to do, for no scientist had found a reason: 


for it. The old fellows gave it because 
they knew for some reason or other it 


benefited. Some of them had heard that 


in Brazil, where there was much of the 
disease, ipecac was the standby. 

Then along came an English physician, 
Rogers, working in India, who proved 
that. there was a scientific basis for the 
practice of the old time physicians. He 
found that emetin, one of the active prin- 
ciples of ipecac, was as specific a poison 
for the amcebas as quinine, another sub- 
stance of vecctable origin, was for that 
other anima! parasite—the plasmodium 
of malaria. The public health service has 
verified the statement, that by giving 
emetin hypodermically or by the mouth 
or by washing the teeth with it theame- 
bas found in the mouth will disappear 
therefrom. However, amcebas, such as 
are found in the mouth, are so omnipres- 
ent that they reappear in the mouth soon 
after the use of emetin has been stopped. 

In treating amebic dysentery with 
emetin the patient is put to bed. Dr. 
Bates, who had a large experience with 
ameebic dysentery on the canal zone, 
gays that complete rest in bed is nec:s-. 
sary if the disegse is to be cured to stay 
cured. He then, gives one or more doses 
of castor oil. He also gives one-half 
grain or a grain of emetin every day until 
the patient has taken six grains. Dur- 
ing this time the patient eats nothing 
except sweet milk. Following this the 
patient has some other treatment at the 
direction of his physician. att 
| Jt is important that the patient con- 
tinue following directions until he is com- 
pletely cured. In this disease, as in ma- 
laria, the patients are disposed to quit 
when they think they are well.

- In bacillary dysentery infection is ear- 
ried by contaminated drinking water and 
milk and by flies. When sterilized water 
and pasteurized milk are used exclu- 
sively and ho files are allowed there is 
very little bacillary dysentery. 

After an incubation period of from two 
to eight days the disease starts with a 
fever and a diarrhea. If the food is 
stopped at once and a big dose of castor 
oil is given the disease may be cut short. 
In a short while the ord.nary “ loose bow- 
els” ig replaced by stools containing 
mucus and pus and biood or by pure 
blood.

On the other hand, the confirmation of our friendly 
relations with Japan is of great benefit for us. The present war has dem. 
onstrated palpably that the future of our country is here in Europe. 

We concentrate all our aspirations In getting an outlet into the Mediter- 
ranean séa—one way or another we will get it, be it at the price of heavy 
sacrifices. Here is where we shall lay the foundation for our further devel- 
opment. With this in view we need fn the east a strong and friendly arm 
on which we may securely lean. In this respect Japan is our best, our 
only trustworthy ally. 

Our foreign minister has authoritatively declared in his conversation 
with our representative that the agreement pursues the task of “ uniting 
our forces for securing a peaceful course of events in the far east.” Thus 
there is no basis for suspicions that the agreement is in fact an offensive 


ment, according to the statement of our minister, is to make sure that no 
power “will utilise China for covetous aims.” In other words, one of the 
fundamental points of the agreement is the inviolability of China, 

This has been well understood in Peking. The policy of Petrograd and 
London has been in harmony with the policy of Tokio in this regard, which 
has found an evident illustration in the diminution of Japan's demands in 
her last ultimatum to China and in her restoration of Tsing-Tao to China. 
Only the complete solidarity of the Russian, British, and Japanese views 
on this point could have originated the recent agreement, which coincides 
with the principle of the Anglo-Japanese treaty: “to strengthen and con- 
serve general peace in eastern Asia and India, to defend the interests of ali 
powers, to guard the independence and inviolability of the Chinese empire 
and the freedom of commerce and industry tn China for all nations.” 

‘The highest Japanese organ, the council of the Genro, has not in vain 
persistently recommended their government to enter on the road of a close 
union with Russia. Besides the free access Of Japanese commodities to Chi- 
nese centers the agreement will grant the Japanese industry the large mar. 
kets of the Amur region and Siberia. Already we can show convincing fig- 


ures: according to the report of the Russo-Japanese company at Moscow | 


the amount of trade between Russia and Japan for the year 1915 reached 
28,140,000 yen, whereas in 1918 it amounted only to 4,900,000 yen. . . . 

With an open heart we have entered into a defensive, alliance with 
Japan. We have proven thereby that we have no fear of Japan's invasion 
of the east Asiatic continent, and that we have definitely dismissed into 
the archives the “made in Germany” legend about the coming “yellow 
peril.” We believe in the great future of the gifted nation, and Japan evi. 
dently also believes in Russian powet and development. Hence originates 
the hope that the present Russo-Japanese agreement will in the course of 
time evolve into an indestructible Russo-Japanese alliance for the benefit 
of the nations of Asia. ..

Custom Spreading Rapidly / | 

Perhaps one of the reasons for the great 
interest of Chicago women in this subject is 
due to the fact that Chicago, along with New 
York and San Francisco, is held to be, the 
paradise for feminine smokers. The country 
over this custom has made rapid progress in 
the last few years. Not five years ago the 
Colony elub in New York raised a storm of 
disapproval in every state in the union when 
it provided one room for its feminine members 
who liked to smoke. Yet recently when the 
Woman's City club of that city announced 
that in no place in its quarters would women 
be prohibited from smoking no comment was 
awakened. , : 

Some jump must have been made in public 
sentiment in the last five years! ‘ 

And in Chicago the latitude of time and 
place allowed to feminine smokers is broaden- 
ing with bewildering rapidity. Many of the 
best hotels in the city ave catering to women 
smokers. ; 

The Blackstone, the Sherman, the Bis- 
marck, and the La Salle hotels all have rooms 
where women may smoke at their leisure. The 
College Inn and the Russian tedroom place 
cigarets beside the plates of their women pa- 
trons after each meal. The Cordon permits 
its members and guests to smoke as they 
please after their meals. The Casino club 
leaves the matter of smoking entirely to the 
desire of its/guests. As for the country clubs 


‘and the golf links, there are few if any of 


them that bar the woman visitor from smok- 
ing if she so desires. The Fortnightly club, 
the Saddle and Cycle club, and the Chicago 
Woman's club are three notable exceptions. 
The mere question at the Chicago Woman’s 
club raised a shocked surprise. “ We haven't 
the kind of women who want to,” said a mem- 
ber. Women are not atlowed to smoke in any 
of these. | 

As for the women whom you see smoking, 


you see all kinds and varieties. Mostly types, 
as is the case with the pioneers in any new 
movement. The majority of women are, sad 
to confess, those whose cheeks are too lavishly 
tinted and eyes too heavily beaded. But there 
are others, too. There are mothers of 40 and 
over in search of thrills which they missed in 
their youth. There are even grandmothers 
visible at times, and their grandchildren, too, 
who have scarcely reached their teens. And 


- there are young women and middle aged wom- 
en of the judependent, aggressive variety who - 


flaunt theé- privilege to smoke the weed on 
every and all occasions. And there are society 
women whe indulge in a few of the more ex- 
clusive hotels and clubrooms. Demure little 
housewives, too, you see who have finished 
their duties at home dnd haye slipped out to 
get a taste of “ real life” and “real joy.” And 
you know perfectly how much breath con- 
cealer they are going to have to consume be- 
fore they come again into the presence of 
their sterner half. 

The accompanying map is interesting as a 
quick and comprehensive showing of the state 
and progress of public smoking among women 
in the different parts of the country. For 
smokes for women, like votes for women, are 
after all largely a matter of locality. 

The no smokes belt is for the most part in 
the south, the west, and the northwest, repre- 
sented by the cities of Washington, Atlanta, 
New Orleans, Austin, Denver, Omaha, and St. 
Paul. Not that there are not many women in 
these cities who smoke but the practice is for- 
bidden in the public restaurants and hotels 
and frowned upon by the most prominent 
women of those places. :

OLLOWING the series of articles on 
overcoming oily, falling hair with 
accompanying dandruff, which I 
have just completed, today I shal!

Miss Hosmer, the model whose hair 
troubles I am succeeding in correcting.

A continual and heavy shed- 
ding of the hair was also a source of dis- 
couragement to Miss Hosmer. Anda thin, 
dry, scaly dandruff added to her hair 
troubles. 

In less than a month a remarkable 

change has taken place in the condition 
of Miss Hosmer's scalp. Her hair has 
almost ceased falling and the dandruff is 
gone entirely. Instead ef the harsh and 
lusterless appearanc>. her hair has taken 
on a soft and glossy look. 
Twice a week Miss Hosmer iiakeeeiied 
her hair and twice a day she used a hair 
tonic.

Rinse off in an 
abundance of warm water, changing the 
temperature of the water until it is quite 
cold. 
Every morning snd night Mias Hosmer 
massaged her scalp with the following 
hair tonic: - Resorcin, forty-five grains; 
glycerin, one ounce, and diluted alcohol 
to fill a six ounce bottle. 

Massaging the scalp as Miss Hosmer 
did it is not a difficult procedure. It re- 
quires no especial skill. Of course, it can 
be done for one more easily than one can 
do it for herself. But the success of a 
scalp massage is producing a feeling of 
life and glow and a sense of warmth. 
The cbject is to stiniulate the circula- 
tion.of the blood in the scalp, and this is 
done by moving portions of the scalp back 
and forward with the fingers. — 

Dip the fingers in the tonic, before he- 
ginning the massage and repeat the dip- 
ping whenever necessary. Your nails 
must be short, so as not to injure the 
scalp. Begin by placing the hands with 
fingers spread out, so as to cover as wide 
an area as. possible, at each side of the 
forehead just where the hair begin. The 
finger tips should touch in the center 
and cover almost the 'whole top of-the 
head. Work them slowly forward in 
imeginary circies, first. gently, then firm- 
ly, over the same part.of the scalp until 
the crown of the héad is reached. Then 
begin with one hand above each ear and 
move upward in the same way until the 
fingers meet at, the crown of the head. 
The third and last movement is to work 
from the neck upwards to the same cen- 
tral point. In this way the whole scalp 
can be thoroughly stimulated “4 a couple 
of minutes.

Asa rule, 
after washing, the hair is dry and difi- 
cult to control for a couple of days. This 
may be remedied by a few persistent 
brushings. If that is not effective rub 
into the hair and scalp 4 minute quantity 
of vaseline, olive’ oil, or sweet almond

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oil—just enough to give the hair a natural 
softness. 

& convenient way of adding oil to the 
hair is by wetting the hair well with 70 
per cent alcohol in which a small amount 
of castor oil has been dissolved. The 
alcohol evaporates and leaves the castor 
oil on the hair. Three or four teaspoons 


of castor ofl to a pint of alcohol is a satis-_ 


factory mixture. But you may vary the 
‘quantity of castor oil according ox the 
dryness of the hair. 

Dry haired people have the greatest 
trouble with splitting and breaking of 
hair, due, of course, to the fact that the 
brittleness is the result of lack of oil. The 
first remedy, naturally, is to give the 
hair enough oli to restore its elasticity 
and resistance. This does not imply 
simply one oiling. You must repeat it 
until the hair is in proper condition. 

The broken hairs should be clip off. 
And when the ends split they, too, should 
be clipped off at a point below the split. 
The easiest way to accomplish this is to 
take about an inch thickness of hair (as 
in illustratiom herewith) and roll it tight; 
then run up this roll with a scissors, 
clipping off the broken and splft ends. 

There is no point in singeing the ends 
of these broken hairs. in spite of the 
theory prevalent that thereis. Because 
it closes the pores of the hair, “ keeping 
the fluid in,”’ is given as the reason for 
the aforesaid theory. -There is nothing in 
it. . There are no pores and there is no 
fluid in the hair.

HE word budget is a new one to 


: many people, but it has been used 


now for some years to mean an 
outline of what you are going to 
spend before you spend it. This 
way of spending your money on paper 
before you let it get out of your hand hae 


In the leading departments of house- 
hold science in the colleges today the 
science of household budget making is 
receiving great attention. The business 
of making them furnishes cplendid dis- 
cipline for the students in many practica! 
‘ways. They go into the markets and 
buy. They try out their plans in their 
homes or, in some cases, in cottages be- 
longing to the school, where six or eight 
of them can live for a week, buying all 
they eat, planning every meal with arith- 


. metical precision as. to price, food value, 


etc.,, each set trying to do better than 
others have done for the same money. 
Then they have to go into the classroom 
and defend what they have done. In 
this way all share in the experiences, and 
many learn how they can do bettcr.an- 
other time.

| learned how .!t could call my mush 
pulenta, mixing it with cheese or meat 
gravy [I would not use a, tomato sauce, 
as there recommended], how I might fry 
it with different things so as to make it 
seem like something different, how T 
might*combine it with meat, say, in 
scrapple, and how my corn bread might 
be ash cake, or hoecake, or corn dodger, 
sour milk corn bread, spider corn bread. 
corn mufiins, custard corn bread, spoon 
bread, Boston brown bread, etc. 

The most important condition that cao 
be applied to budget making and menu 
making is training and common sense. 
The latter is a most variable quality and 
often people who have the least are quite 
unaware of their limitations. They do 
not realize that all their effort is doubled 
in expense because of lack of it. 

And tifen the cooking. The careful and 
trained cook wi'l take the menu that the 
careless and untrained uses and work it 
out for half the money, and make the 
dishes twice as nourishing, because di- 
gestible. Poorly cooked food often has 
its nutritive valuc reduced from 2-2 half 
to three-fourths. fe 

Most people overeat. A good planner 
who must be economical starts off a meal 
with something inexperisive that satisfies 
the appetite and furnishes bulk. She 
must know food values, so as to give 
enough of energy making nutriment, and 
also enough of blood dyeing foods, then 
she may be forgiven for cheating the 
imagination of people about what they

WORD of praise or appreciation of 
one’s work usually acts as a stim- 
ulent and produces greater effort 
toward efficiency and makes the 
job, no matter how hard a one it 


might be, less of a drudgery: But most 
employers are either too busy or too 
thoughtless to give this encouragement. 
It is with a great deal of pleasure, there- 
fore, that I print the following letter, 
which is a tribute from a woman em- 
ployer to her girl employés: _ , 
“It seems to me that the girl worker 
receives more than her share of ‘.knock- 
ing.” I probably wouldn't resent this 
nearly as much if I were etill one of the 
workers myself, but now that I am an 
employer of girls I feel that there are 
not nearly enough kind and encouraging 
words said either to them or of them. 


**I am the proprietor of a shop which 
deals exclusively in women’s wear, and 
I employ fifteen giris and tive men.

Anewers to Correspondents. 

ERN TROUBLE. Mrs. J.H. This 

correspondent writes t she 

bought a fern about a mont!: ago. 

it was beautiful, when bought, but 

- now its leaves are turning yellow 

and falling off. What's the matter with 
it? 

The thatter seems to he that the p'ant 
is in an unhealthy condition. But what 
causes that condition it is difficult to 
say, as the writer does not say anything 
nt has-re- 
ceived since it was purch . Timagine 
the plant came from a greenhouse where 
all conditions are quite unlike those of 
- ordinary living room. 

A plant that has been grown where the 
air is moist is bound to suffer when taken 
into a room where the air is dry and the 
temperature variable. Aboutall that can 
be done is to shower the plant daily, keep 


*| it in a shady place, and give it a chance 


to recover from the check which it seems 
to have received. 


Ivy TROUBLE. pb Cc. M. This cor- 
respondent writes: “‘I have a oot of 
English ivy whose leaves are 
with white spots, causing them t9 turn 
yellow and die off. What can be done to 
remedy the defect?” 

I presume the white spots are caused 
by scale. Examine the underside of the 
leaf, and I feel quite sure it will be found 
covered with a whitish, scaly substance 
which adheres s0 closely that it can only 
be removed by scraping. This is the 
scale which attacks most of our plants 
which have a thick, firm textured leaf. 

I would advise the use of kerosene 
emulsion. — 


LILY OF THE VALLEY. Mrs. V. L. 
B. For your proposed bed of lily of the 
valley select a somewhat shaded location 
if possible. An eastern exposure is prefer- 
able to a northern one, as the early morn- 
ing sunshine will be beneficial ta the plant. 
Make the soll light and mellow, and 
manure it weil. 

Bet the plants about six inches apart 
and two inches under the surface. In 
late fall cover the bed with four or five 
inches of coarse litter, which should be 
raked off as soon as the snow is gone.. 


MORE FERN TROUBLE. Mrs. C. B. 
G. -This correspondent writes that her 
Boston fern is covered with black lice. 
She has sprayed it with a tobacco pre 
aration, but without satisfactory results. 
What more can she do to rid the plant 
of its enemy? 

I would advise making a strong infusion | 
of tobacco, in a sufficient quantity cm, 
admit of dipping the plant in it. Sub- 


it to remain in for five or ten minutes. 
This is certain to be more effective than 
spraying, as it is sure to get to all parts 
of the plant. 

Repeat the operation if necessary, 
though I believe one application will be 
sufficient. The tobacco infusion can be 
made strong enough to kill the pest with- 
out any danger of its injuring the plant.

WORMS AND BUGS. Mrs. R. M. 8. 
This correspondent writes that last sea- 

son her nasturtiums were spoiled by 
gréen worms, and the stalks of her gold- 
en glow were so covered with red bugs 
that it was impossible to use the flowers 
in the house.

Last year it did not do well, and did not 


bloom. This year it has grown beauti- 
fully. Its leaves are enormous, but there 
are no blossoms. What do you advise as 
to treatment? ”’ 

If the plant is doing well, let well 


enough alone. It is now too late to ex- 


pect blossoms this season. he fact that 
it has recovered from its last year's in- 
disposition and has made satisfactory 
growth this season indicates that it is 
attempting to regain lost ground and 
that next season it will make up for its 
lack of flowers this year.

Mrs. O.; “ Do asparagus ferns need any 
particular care? Mine are getting brown.” 
In the first place, there is no such thing 
as an asparagus fern. We have given 
this name to some varieties of asparagus 
that have fronds somewhat similar to 
those of many of the ferns, but there is 
no relationship whatever between the two 
classes of plants, and I would discourage 
the union of the two names, as it is mis- 
leading. 
Now as to “ particular care.” required: 
These plants should be given a sbil of 
sandy loam in preference to any other. 


should be showered frequently—say ‘hree 
times a week—and this showering should 
be so thorough that no part of the plants 
escape a good drenching.
